here. 

Mayor Behrman’s office is overwhelm- 
ed with letters, some from cranks, but 
others from well meaning persons, who 
Offer specifics against yellow fever. Many 
of them are germicides. The mayor's 
reply to these communications is that 
the fever is being fought here on the 
principle that it can alone be trans- 
mitted by means of the mosquito. Local 
skeptics to mosquito theory exist in con- 
siderablg numbers, but even these by 
forse of law or otherwise have been in- 
duced to subscribe to this principle for 
this campaign, and are doing all in their 
power to assist the federal authorities in 
destroying the agency for the propa- 
ganda of the disease. When the cam- 
paign ends the mayor believes all the 
skeptics will be bellevers. 

An isolated case of yellow 
bearing a close resemblance to it was 
reported at Mandeville, in St. Tammany 
parish, today. It has been screened and 
will be watched with some interest in 
the hope that it will be demonstrated 
again that in this section of Louisiana 
yellow fever will not last. The case :'s 
traceable to New Orleans.

Preparing the Protocol. 

The protocol is being prepared in French 
by Mr. Plancon, one of the Russian sec- 
retaries, in collaboration with the Jap- 
anese secretaries, who make an English 
translation of the document, The pro- 
tocol is to be a falithful: photograph of 
the proceedings, showing in condensed 
form the arguments advanced on each 
Side in support of the position taken on 
each of the different articles.

It contemplates the restoration 
of the Status quo existing before 1875— 
when Russia held the northern ang Japan 
the southern part of the island. This 
it is contended, should satisfy the na- 
tional claims of Japan, and at the same 
time relieve Russia of the danger of an 
invasion of the mainland, Which, it ig 
declared by the Russians, would exist if 
the island were in the ful] possession of 
the Japanese. Such a solution, of course 
would involve some sort of a mixed com- 
mission to delimit the frontier, which 
was never definitely fixed. Thig sugges- 
ton, in the gossip, is attributed to Pres.

Witnesses Before Committee of South 
Carolina Legislature Declare the 
Laws Have Been Violated, 
And Inferior Brands of 
Liquor Sold, 


Columbia, 8S. C., August 22.—(Special,) 
There were no developments of any great 
importance at today’s session of the 
legislative committee, which is making 
an investigation into the South Carolina 
| dispensary, though the foundation was 
|laid for even a greater sensation than 
developed at the Spartanburg hearing. 

The sworn financial statement bringing 
| the accounts down to March 3! of this 
| year shows that the dispensary owes 
| $500,000 and still had $200,000 worth 
of supplies on the order list. 

Although the law requires that profits 
be turned over to the state treasurer 
| quarterly, a witness from that office tes- 
tified from the books, giving the amount 
of cash on hand as $1,200 and said tnat 
the last remittance was made January 
10 last, no profits accuring since last 
November having been turned in. 

After this statement the bookkeeper of 
the state board sent in a check for $26,- 
000, which enabled the treasurer's office 
to take up a draft for $5,000, which had 
been turned down this morning. The 
draft was for dispensary supplies. 

At the afternoon session State Com- 
missioner Tatum gave testimony which 
indicates that the system of analyzing 
does not protect the state against :n- 
'ferior liquor as to age or quality. 

He said a recent investigation showed 
that local dispensaries refused to handle 
, certain brands in spite of the demand 
for them, being encouraged to push other 
brands by the houses offering pay for 
empty bottles containing their brands. 

He said that the state board had ig- 
| nored his recommedations that purchases 
be made on bases of price or at least 
price and quality, instead of on their 
judgment solely of the quality.

urer of the Catholic university until bis 
failure in business about a year ago, to- 
day filed in the district supreme court 
a bil) in equity against Waggaman and 
John Ridout, trustees, 

The proceeding is Srought with a view 
to secure a sale of what is known thé 
Woodley park, in which Wagsaaman had 
one of his large interests, and the distri- 
bution of the money among ‘his creditors, 
and to set. aside as a preference unde: 
the bankruptcy law the deed. of trust 
obtained from Waggaman by the Catholic 
university in July, 1904, a few weeks 
prior to his failure. 

Seventy-five persons are named as de- 
fendants in the bill. The validity of the 
trust to the Catholic university amount- 
ing approximately to $976,000 ig challeng- 
ed in the bill on the ground that itis 
a preference under the bankruptcy laws. 
University had reasonable ground to oe. 
lieve when the trust was obtained that 
a preference was intended. 

The claim is made that the Woodley 
park properties were worth $1,200,000. 
against which, according to the attor- 
neys for Trustee Dulaney, there are filed 
liens to the extent of $360,000, leaving 
an eyuity in the property of about $840,. 
000. If the. deed to the university is 
set aside, the attorneys say the trustee 
in bankruptcy should receive about $500.- 
000 for sale of the property for distribu- 
tion amonz unsecured creditors,

in the shipments of American. goods to 
China. No furtber reports have becn 
received indicating the progress of ithe 
boycott outside of Shanghai.

FEDERAL QUARANTINE. 


H, C. James, of Mississippi Thinks 
Government Should Have 
Charge of All Ports. 

H. C. James, of Biloxi, Miss., who is 
in Atlanta with his three daughters en 
route to Wilmington, N. C., talks in- 
terestingly o? the yellow fever situation 
in New Orleans. Mr. James is a pilot at 
Ship Island, Mississippi, and has béen in 
the service twenty-five years. He is de- 
tained here for ten days, the quarantine 
regulations not permitting him to enter 
North Carolina until he has been ten 

days in some uninfected district. 
e declares that the fever was brought 
New Orleans on frult vessels and 
that if the government had charge of 
the quarantine regulations it would be 
impossible for fever to enter any port. 

“Steamers,” gaid Mr. James, “that 
make the trip from Honduras in four 
days are permitted to enter the ports of 
New Orleans and Mobile, while sailing 
vessels that require ten days for the 
trip are held in quarantine, when as a 
matter of fact they were safer than the 
steamers, The steamers are fumigated on 
each trip, but they enter the Central 
American ports after they are fumigated. 
If the government had..charge of the 


{quarantine regulatjons and there were 


uniform rules there would be no dis- 
crimination in favor of any vessel or 
lines of vessels and it would be an im- 
possibility for a stricken person to land 
in the port. 

“There is no doubt that there was 
fever in New Orleans many days before 
the announcement was made. I have 
been a pilot at Ship Island for twenty- 
five years and thoroughly understand 
the situation. There can be no uni- 
formity in the regulations while each 
state has charge of its*own ports and 
the only solution is for the ports to be 
turned over to the federal government.”

The resolutions reported favorably were 
taken up and acted on one after an- 
other ,each being accompanied by brief

Following the passage of the various 
resolutions Congressman L. F. Liiving- 
ston, who has always been active in the 
interests of the association, was called 
upon for an address. He spoke briefly 
of recent ffuds unearthed in the gov- 
ernment bureau of statistics, and how 
he had earnestly sought to have this 
s:tuation remedied in the interests of the 
cotton producers. 


Price of Cotton Seed. 

The resolution reported by the commit- 
tee on the price of cotton seed was adopt- 
ed unanimously. This resolution is in 
substance as follows: 

“We recommend that the minimum price 
of cotton seed shall b® fixed at 30 cents 
per bushel, and we cal] on the farmers, 
renters and croppers of Georgia to refuse 
to sell a single bushel of cotton seed for 
less than 80 cents; and we declare that 
we will keep the seed on the farms un- 
less we get 30 cents per bushel for it.’’ 

This resolut was signed by Hon. 
W. L. Peek, chairman, and Hon. C. H. 
Ellington, secretary of the committee, 

Assessment on Counties. 

One of the most important resolutions 
passed, and to which each one of the del. 
egates present pledged his hearty cooper- 
ation, was thet by J. D. Walker, of 
Hancock, treasurer of the@state asso- 
elation, providing that each county in the 
state which holds membership in the state 
association shal] be assessed {| cent per 
bale on all the cotton raised in such coun- 
ty in 1904, for the purpose of raising funds 
to carry on the work of the association. 
The delegates present agreed to assume 
the responsibility of looking after raising 
this fund. This resolution also provided 
that th> membership dues paid in from 
each county should be credited om this as- 
sessment, an@ its urged the presidents of 
all the county organizations to perfect 
them and get them in the best possible 
“shape by October |, 1905. 

Field Organ™ers. 

Work is what the association wants,” 
said Mr. Walker, of Morgan. ‘“‘We must 
organize thoroughly.”’ 

The convention proved that it was in 
thorough sympafhy with this view by 
unanimously adopting a resolution offered 
by Mr. Parkes» providing that the officers 
of the association be autfforized to ap- 
point a sufficient number of organizers to 
cover the state, going into each militia 
district and presenting the objects of the 
association in #uch a way as to enlist the 
cooperation of ail those interested. The 
resolution provided that such organizers 
are tg be paid a per diem of such amount 
as ma¥ be determined on, to coma out of 
the funds collected from the county asse- 
ciations. 


As to Spinners. 

An interesting resolution adopted w4s 
that by W. A. Brannen, of Coweta, based 
on the recent action of the foreign spin- 
ners in combining to cut down the con- 
sumption of cotton with a view to de- 
pressing the price. Mr. Brannen’s reso- 
lution states that at the outset that the 
Cotton Growers’ Association does not de- 
sire to be classed as a cotton trust; that 
it believes in conservatism and better 
relations between the producers and spin- 
ners; that it invites the cotton manu fac- 
turerg to join them in the war against 
the speculators, the arch enemy of the 
grower and spinner; that its purpose is to 
maintain the price of cotton above the 
cost of production, and demands this of 
the world as just and right. and that the 
president of the association be author- 
ized to appoint a committee with a view 
to bringing about closer relations between 
the producers and the spinners. 

As to the Price. 

Several resolutions were passed relat-; 
ing to the price of cotton. One of these 
by M. W. Harris, of Hancock, declared 
lt to be the purpose of all the members 
of the state association to induce all the 
growers of cotton to hold it for the min- 
imum price to be fixed by the executive 
committee of the association, and (that 
means should be provided in every local 
market for taking care Of all cotton ot- 
fered for sale below this minimum price. 

Another resolution adopted declared 


against the passage of the bill, but the 
ptrties were not named. 

The strongest opposition to the Dill, 
it is said, has come from the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, because the 
measure gives the Postal rights similar 
to those now enjoyed by the Western 
Union. The measure has also been op- 
posed by several ‘railroads, which ob- 
ject to having the poles set up along 
their rights of way. It was not stated 
which of these interests, if either, the 
attorneys opposing the bill represented. 


Grounds of Opposition. 

In opposing it, they claimed the bill 
was anconstitutional because it contained 
two subject matters and because tue 
body of the bill did not conform closely 
to the caption. They claimed that the 
fact that telephone companies were given 
the right of eminent domain, and at the 
Same time were put under tre supervi- 
sion of the railroad commission, constl- 
tuted two subject matters in the same 
bill. 

As a matter of fact, however, the bill 
does not put telephone companies under 
supervision of the railroad commission, 
It was shown that it merely makes 
their submission to the supervision of the 
commission, a condition precedent to the 
enjoyment of the privileges granted in 
the bill. No telephone company has to 
accept these privileges unless it so de- 
sires. 

Representative H. H. Perry, of -Hall 
county ,author of the amendment sub- 
jecting those companies which shall en- 
joy the right of eminent domain to the 
supervision of the commission, appeared 
before the governor and made an 4ar- 
gument in support of the constitution- 
ality of his amendment. 

Hunt Chipley, general counsel for the 
Southern Telephone Company, also made 
an argument urging that the bill was 
constitutional, and asking that the gov- 
ernor approve it. 

Governor Terrell stated that while the 
bi had not reached him, he had fa- 
miliarized himself with fits contents and 
conditions and he was perfectly satis- 
fied of its constitutionality. During the 
afternoon the enrolled bill was delivered 
to him by Secretary Northen, of the 
senate, and he approved it,

One Bill Vetoed. 

Governor Terrell vetoed the bill by Sen- 
ator Foster, of the second distreit, which 
sought to amend the act of August 15, 
1903, relating to jurors, “so as to exempt 
McIntosh and Bryan counties from its 
provisions. : 

Under the act of 1903 it was provided 
that no juror should serve two terms 
successively in the same court. This 
provision, it is sald, makes it extremely 
difficult at times to get juries in MclIn. 
tosh and Bryan counties, where the white 
population is small, and it was for this 
reason that Senator Foster sought to 
have McIntosh and Bryan counties ex- 
em pted. 

The effect of Senator Foster's bill, it 
was considered, would be-to repeal a 
general iaw, in part, at least, by a special 
act, which ig contrary to the state con- 
stitution. On this account the matter wag 
submitted to Attorney General Hart, who 
held that the bill was unconstitutional 
and shoul@ be vetoed. 

Judge Hart theld in his written opinion 
rendered to the governor on this subject 
that Senator Foster's bill was violative of 
the paragraph of the state constitution 
Which reads as follows: 

“Laws of a general nature shal] heve 
uniform operation throughout the state, 
and no special law shall be enacted in any 
case for which provision has been made 
by an existing genera] law.’’ 

Under the circumstances, Governor Ter- 
rell had no alternative but to veto the 
bill. :
